"The battalion drill was creditably 


performed, the guides being converr 
sant with their duties.

"The competitive drill 
'before two 


ex-volunteer officers was very good; 
much interest was taken In this by 
the battalion and university commu- 
nity; the two companies drilling for 
a fifty dollar prize offered by the local 
G. A. R. post and the name . of the 
winning company to be inscribed on 
a silver loving cup. 


"A typewritten program, of the drill 


-was prepared by Captain >Boyd and 
each company was required to exe- 
cute the same program'without hav- 
ing had any previous knowledge as to 
what it would be. The program was 
comprehensive and 
embraced move- 


ments in close and 
extended 
ordex.. 


The drill of the two companies was 
about such as would have been pre- 
sented by two average infantry com- 
panies in the service today and -re- 
flected much credit on themselves and 
their instructor.' 


"The 
cadets during inspection were 


attentive to their duties;, steady in 
ranks, there being little or no gazing 
around while In ranks, such as I have 
noticed In similar institutions. 


' "The cadets of the battalion are 
strong, well developed American boys 
of about 19 or 20 years of age. Many 
of them are engaged in working their 
way through 
the 
institution. Such 


material, properly instructed, could, in 
case of national need, be immediately 
available as instructors for a volun- 
teer army. Dr. Stubbs, .the' president 
of the institution, recognizes the value 
of military training to the students, 
arid appears to be endeavoring honr 
setly to carry out the instructions of 
the war department as given in G. O. 
94, A. G. O., 1902."

^taken altogether, very complimentary 
to the university, 'and to the cadets 
and their 
officers.
